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Claims 5-7 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Saito (U.S. Patent No. 6,456,246). The rejection is respectfully traversed for the 
reasons set forth below. 

Applicants' invention, as recited by claim 5, includes a feature which Is neither 
disclosed nor suggested by Saito, namely: 

... a first antenna element ... 

... a second antenna element ... wherein said first and second 
antenna elements each have an electrical length of over 1/4 
wavelength relative to a frequency band of said current ... 

The Official Action rejects dalm 5 based on Saito and states the following (on 
page 2 of the Official Action, three lines from the bottom): 

... wherein safd first and second antenna elements each have an 
electrical length of over 1/4 wavelength relative to a frequency 
band of said current (Saito, column 1, lines 25-32) ... 

Saito at column l, line 25 describes Rg. 16 as Including half-wavelength loop 
antenna element la. 

Referring to Saito, Fig. 16, half-wavelength loop antenna element la includes 
left element 5L, right element 5R and middle element 6. If elements 5U 5R and 6 all 
add up to a half-wavelength then the following relationships hold; 

5L » 40 mm 
5R » 40 mm 
6 e 80 mm
